the ation; andneareſt the Enemy, and it muſt be lookt upon as 
a wonder, and a particular effe& of Gods merty, thathe came off 
fafe; and his Highne:s muſt have heen certainly taken or wound- 
ed, had not ſome of his Family ſhot a French Officer dead, who 
came upon his Highne's with a Squadron, and was ſo near, agto- 
preſent his Piſtol at him. However, his Highneſs preſence fo near 
our Poſts, in giving the neceſſary Orders, according to'the con- 
\ fiitution of things, leading on, and encouraging his Troops,ehc, 
did contribute ſo far, that notwithſtanding the Enemy had 
| ſogreat anadyantage upon us, in regard of the ſcituation of 
their Camp, we gained and maintained fo. much Honour and 
Advantage.
